Maj. Gen, Claire Lee Chennault, 
retired commander of the Four- 
teenth Air Force and the famous 
“Flying Tigers,” which with 250 
young Americans routed the Japa- 
nese Air Force of several thou- 
sand men in China, today told of 
some of the tricks he used to con- 
fuse the wily Japanese and of the 
hardships of building an air force 
on the basis of strict economy of 
men armed materiel. 

The leathery-faced general, who 
was a high-school principal in Lou- 
isiana before the first World War, 
spoke at a general session of the 
Missouri State Teachers’ Associa- 
tion in Kiel Auditorium. He said 
the first World War failed in its 
purpose to make the world safe 
for democracy. The success or 
failure of the war just ended in 
accomplishing that purpose, he 
added, depends on the youth, who 
in turn depend on teachers of all 
the nations of the world to teach 
them right from wrong. 

Reviews Score of “Tigers.” 

Standing ramrod-straight, legs 
spread apart and arms resting on 
the flag-draped lectern, Gen. 
Chennault reviewed the score of 
his beloved “Flying Tigers’’—299 
Japanese planes shot down and 
destroyed between Dec. 20, 1941, 
and July 12, 1942; four pilots lost 
in air combat, eight more lost in 
ground action and another eight 
lost in flying accidents. 

With his hands outstretched be- 
fore him, he asked the audience 
to “visualize the vastness of China 
with her millions of people, many 
of whom were so discouraged and 
defeated that they were ready to 
ask for a compromise peace,... 
Take all these people, then bring 
in a handful of young Americans 
—there were never more than 250 
of them—who completely changed 
the picture. By their courage and 
bravery and victories they raised 
the hopes and morale of the 
Chinese and taught them the vic- 
tory of the spirit even though the 
flesh was defeated.” 

His address was interrupted 
several times by applause and 
laughter from the audience. The

LONDON, Nov. 9 (AP)—Prime 
Minister Attlee, speaking a few 
hours before boarding a _ trans- 
Atlantic plane at Northolt airport 
at 6:30 p.m, today for the United 
States, declared that in the face 
of such a danger as the atomic 
bomb, “one cannot conceive of any 
extension of territory or any 
grandiose dream of domination 
which has the slightest value.” 

Unless new human relationships 
are devised between peoples, “de- 
struction on an unbelievable scale 
might fall upon our civilization,” 
Attlee said in a speech at the 
Lord Mayor’s luncheon. “We have 
to get together with all the na- 
tions to consider how we can live 
together in peace.” 

“My principal purpose in visit- 
ing President Truman is to dis- 


cuss with him and with Mr. Mac- 
kenzie King (Prime Minister of 
Canada) world affairs in the light 
—the terrible light—of the discov- 
ery of atomic energy,” Attlee ex- 
plained. 


“Spirit of High Endeavor.” 


He asserted he was “not down- 
cast or depresseq” about the fu- 
ture. “I am going to Washington 
in the spirit of high endeavor, to 
try to serve my fellow men.” 

Attlee said it was his view that 
people must look to the United 
Nations and their close unity of 
purpose, “especially that between 
Britain, the United States and Rus- 
sia,” as a foundation of peace, 

Declaring he was afraid that the 
ma | yet real- 
ize a e discovery of atomic 
energy means to the world, he 
continued: 


“I do not think they yet under- 
stand to what an extent it is nec- 
essary to readjust our ideas. We 
cannot be sure the science applied 
to warfare will not discover some 
more terrible weapons.” 


Touching on Iidian’s demands 
for independence, Attlee said that 
“India’s complete freedom has 
been there for the taking” ever 
since negotiations conducted by 
Sir Stafford Cripps in 1942, 


“The only obstacle so far, a very 
grave obstacle, has been the fail- 
ure of the Indian communities to 
agree among themselves,” he add- 
ed, 


Talk of Big 3 Meeting. 


The possibility of another meet- 
ing of Truman, Attlee and Pre- 
mier Stalin was advanced in the 
London press, Diplomatic sources, 
pointing out that there had been 
no meeting of the three statesmen 
since the final defeat of the Axis, 
said such a conference in the near 
future could not be ruled out. 


A spokesman at Attlee’s resi- 


dence, commenting on the reports 
that Stalin might join the talks of 
Truman and Attlee, said tonight 
that “as far as we know there is 
nothing in that report at all.” 

There has been no official indi- 
cation that Stalin would meet Tru- 
man and Attlee after the Wash- 
ington talks, Also, on both sides 
of the Atlantic there have been 
unconfirmed reports that Stalin 
was not in good health.

GEN. EISENHOWER 
GUMING HOME 10 
IESTIFY BEFORE 
UUNGRESS GROUPS 


Expected to Go Back to 
Reich, Then Return to 
Washington to Succeed 
Gen, Marshall as Chief 
of Staff.

FRANKFURT, Germany, Nov. 9 
(AP)—Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower 
is returning to the United States 
“within a few hours” to confer 
with Government officials in 
Washington, 

After the Washington trip, of- 
ficers here say, Eisenhower is 
expected to return to Europe to 
say farewell to his command in 
Germany and Austria and then 
return to Washington to become 
Chief of Staff of the Army, suc- 
ceeding Gen. George C. Marshall. 

Gen. Marshall reached the re- 
tirement age of 64 last Dec. 31 
and is kpown to have expressed 


desires to retire. His tenure as 
Chief of Staff predates the out- 
break of the war on Sept. 1, 1939. 
Rumors have been current since 
September that Eisenhower would 
succeed him. But as recently as 
Oct. 25 President Truman declared 
in Washington that he needs Gen. 
Marshall as Chief of Staff. 
McNarney May Get Post. 

Eisenhower commands Ameri- 
can forces in the European the- 
ater and is chief occupation of- 
ficer for the United States. Au- 
thoritative gources express belief 
that Eisenhower will be succeeded 
in Germany by Gen. Joseph T. 
McNarney, former American com- 
mander in the Mediterranean the- 
ater, 

A number of general officers 
who have been close to Gen. Bisen- 
hower in Europe already are mov- 
ing back to the United States to 
take over positions in the War 
Department. 

Maj. Gen. Willard S. Paul al- 
ready has left for Washington. 
Brig. Gen. Thomas Jefferson 
Davis, Who has been Eisenhower's 
adjutant general since the su- 
preme commander first went to 
England in 1942, is to leave with 
Eisenhower. Davis, it was re- 
ported, will become chief of per- 
sonnel in Adjutant General’s Of- 
fice in Washington after a month’s. 
leave, 

(In Washington, the War De- 
partment said that Gen. Paul, for- 
mer commanding general of the 
Twenty-sixth Infantry Division, 
had been named assistant chief of 
staff of G-1 (personnel). He suc- 
ceeded Maj, Gen, Stephen G. 
Henry.) 

This shifting of key staff of- 
ficers nearly always precedes 
shifts by the commander in chief 
in one theater of operations to 
another.

day that President Truman had 
signed the bill giving individuals 
and business a reducti )n of $5,920,- 
000,000 in 19«6 taxes. 

Truman thus became the first 


President in 16 years to sign a 
general tax-cutting measure. Not 
since Herbert Hoover put his sig- 
nature on a “Christmas present” 
reduction in 1929 has there been 
an over-all cut in levies on in- 
comes. 

Congressional sponsors of the 
legislation said it would stimulate 
business in the reconversion 
period and create jobs. 

The White House announcement 
this morning said the bill was 
signed yesterday. 

The legislation: 

1. Removes 12,000,000 low income 
persons from the tax rolls and as- 
sures reductions of 10 per cent or 
more for individuals making up 
to $50,000 annually. Smaller cuts 
are provided for those with in- 
comes over $50,000. Total reduc- 
tions for individuals amount to 
$2,644,000,000. 

2. Provides special tax treat- 
ment for veterans of World War 
II, forgiving all levies on service 
pay of enlisted men in wartime 
and giving officers three years in 
which to settle with the Govern- 
ment. 

3. Cuts $3,136,000,000 off the tax 
liability of business next year,

Will Visit New York 
’ Again to Discuss Pro- 
gram — Plans Com- 
pleted for Third Cen- 


ter, for White Families. 


Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann an- 
nounced today that, because of 
the critical housing situation here, 
he will go to New York next 
month to confer again with insur- 
ance companies regarding the 
financing of mass housing projects 
in St. Louls. He will be accom- 


panied by City Counselor George 
Stemmler, Milton M. Kinsey, direc- 
tor of the Board of Public Service, 
and George C. Smith, president of 
the Chamber of Commerce. 

On the same trip, the Mayor 
will go to Washington to discuss 
with government officials the pos- 
sibility of making St. Louis an in- 
ternational air route terminus and 
of obtaining part of the old Cur- 
tiss-Wright facilities at Lambert- 
St. Louis, Field for housing and 
servicing the big planes used in 
transoceanic flights. 

Third Project Planned 

The Mayor pointed out he had 
been holding a series of confer- 
ences with real estate dealers and 
civic leaders on various aspects of 
the increasingly acute housing 
shortage. The St. Louis Housing 
Authority has perfected plans for 
a third large public housing pro)- 
ect, he reported, and favorable 
action is expected soon by the 
State Legislature on a pending 
statute to restore the exemption 
of such projects from ordinary 
property taxation, 

This project, designated § as 
“M-3," will provide housing for 642 
white families, or more than 2200 
persons, in a five-block area 
bounded by Seventh and Ninth 
streets, Carr street and the alley 
south of Cass avenue, but exclud- 
ing the block occupied by Neigh- 
borhood Gardens, a private hous- 
ing center, 

The St. Louis Housing Author- 
ity is ready to start construction 
as s00n as a government allotment 
is made available, and this allot- 
ment awaits enactment of the leg- 
islation providing tax exemption, 
he declared. 

Because the Mayor objected that 
the other two public housing proj- 
ects here, Clinton-Peabody Ter- 
race and Carr Square Village, had 
too much the appearance of “bar- 
racks,” plans for the M-3 project 
were revised to give the new cen- 
ter a better appearance. This re- 
vision has been completed, and 
work on the $4,000,000 undertaking 
could begin without delay. 

A hearing on the tax-exemption 
statute is scheduled by a Senate 
committee next Wednesday, ‘and 
Stemmler will go to Jefferson City 
to urge speedy passage. 

Law KMevision Necessary. 

After conferring last July with 
several large life insurance com- 
panies in New York, Mayor Kauf- 
mann said the firms were “quite 
impressed” with the possibility of 
gf00d investments in St. Louis 
housing, and several were inter- 
ested in constructing and operat- 
ing projects here.

Senator James William Ful- 
bright (Dem.), Arkansas, called 
last night for the granting of 
definite sovereign powers over 
armaments to the United Nations 
Organization as a means of secur- 
ing the peace and protecting man- 
kind from destruction in future 
atomic bomb attacks. 

In an address at the second gen- 
eral session of the eighty-third an- 
nual convention of the Missouri 
State Teachers’ Association in 
Kiel Auditorium, he said teachers 
and educators of Missouri and the 
nation have the “gravest responsi- 
bilities” to see to it that the peo- 
ple and the coming generations 
do not slide back “into the same 
kind of detached isolationism we 
followed after the last war.” 

Speaking with a pronounced 
Arkansas * draw] in his husky 
voice, Senator Fulbright, who for- 
merly was president of the State 
University of Arkansas, said he 
regarded the relative neglect of 
education as one of the principal 
errors of our democracy. The 
audience laughed when he said, “I 
would feel much better about the 
future of the world if school 
teachers could average as much 


World Organization With Full Powers 
Over Arms Is Needed, Fulbright Says 


‘take-home’ pay as railroad con- 
ductors, automobile mechanics, 
barbers, or head waiters.” 
Fulbright was dressed in a 
neatly pressed gray business suit 
and was wearing a white shirt 
with a red and blue striped tie. 
When he was a member of the 
House of Representatives he wrote 
the famous 55-word, one-sentence 
Fulbright resolution, which com- 
mitted the House to international 
co-operation. As he stepped on 
the stage he was greeted by a 
burst of applause, 
Ignorance Obstacle to Peace. 


The greatest obstacles to the 
success of bringing about a lasting 
peace, he said, are illiteracy, preju- 
dice and lack of understanding of 
the fundamental principles of or- 
ganized human society. 

He wrinkled his forehead and 
leaned on the lectern toward the 
three microphones in front of him 
when he said: “It should not re- 
quire extended argument to per- 
suade anyone that something is 
seriously wrong with our world 
order. Two world wars within a 
quarter of a century should be 
sufficient proof. 

“Likewise, it should be clear that 
the trouble is the lack of any 
law, or rules of conduct, agreed 
upon and binding, among all peo- 
ples. This void in the interna- 
tional field must be filled either by 
reason and agreement, or by force, 
as attempted by the Germans. 

Laws or War Alternatives. 
“The alternative to a system of 
law for the settlement of differ- 
ences is constantly recurring war- 
fare of ever-increasing destructive- 
ness. Peace and order have rare- 
ly, if ever, been achieved by good 
will and pious wishes.” 

Leaning forward for emphasis, 
he added, “In all ages, rules of 
conduct accepted by all and su- 
perior to all have been the indis- 
pensable basis for a decent and 
peaceful society.” 

The 40-year-old Senator, native 
Missourian and former Rhodes 
Scholar, asserted that the United 
Nations Organization is a step in 
the right direction. Before it can 
be effective, however, it must be 
given more definite powers, he 
said. 

Raising his voice to a louder 
pitch and pronouncing each syl- 
lable distinctly, Fulbright said, 
“The time has arrived for all of 
us (nations) to delegate certain 
and definite powers over arma- 
ments to the United Nations Or- 
ganization.” 

“Safeguards and _ limitations 
should be carefully worked out 
and agreed upon,” he declared. 
“Disputes of any kind relating to 
the subject should be under the 
compulsory jurisdiction of the in- 
ternational court, and every na- 
tion and every individual in every 
nation, must be subject to the 
verdict of the court. 

“If a nation, or individuals with- 
in a nation, should prove to be re- 
calcitrant, then the full power of 
the organization collectively and 
severally should be pledged to the 
enforcement of the judgment. 

“Some will object that the en- 
forcement of such judgment will 
mean war and, therefore, we must 
never commit ourselves to such 
an undertaking. ~But the use of 
force for this purpose, to enforce 
rules which have been agreed 
upon by the people, is justifiable, 
indeed, it is essential to the preser- 
vation of civilized society in any 
form, in the past or in the present 
or in the future.” : 

No Other Chance for Success. 

He drank from a glass of water 
on the lectern and continided: “To 
those who object that this is set- 
ting up a world government, I can 
only reply, call it what you will, 
there is no other principle with 
the slightest chance of success in 
the control of the atomic bomb.” 

Fulbright, who in appearance is 
more like an athlete than a Sen- 
ator, told the audience that scien- 
tists had informed him that they 
are of the opinion that a system 
of inspections could be established 
ramong nations by which agents of 
‘the United Nations would go into 
all countries and inspect industrial 
facilities. The “antiquated con- 
cept” of sovereignty of nations, he 
said, would be the great obstacle 
to this step. : 

Throughout his address, Ful- 
bright carried most of his weight 
on his right leg, letting his left 
foot rest comfortably on a cross- 
piece of the lectern. Occasionally 
he paused and looked toward the 
ceiling as though groping for the 
right word. 

One Bomb Attack Enough. 

His deep-set, blue eyes flashed

“Science has so changed the 
world,” he said, “that the ancient 
international political order is in- 
tolerable. The conflict in a 
world united by science and sepa- 
rated by outworn political bar- 
riers will continue, either until sci- 
ence destroys man, or man de- 
stroys that archaic political sys- 
tem. 
“In July, after months of prepa- 
ration and weeks of debate, we 
adopted the United Nations Char- 
ter. We thought we had taken 
quite a large step toward the cre- 
ation of an effective political sys- 
tem for.the maintenance of a sta- 
ble and peaceful world. But our 
satisfaction was short lived. With- 
in a few days after the adoption 
of the Charter, the atomic bomb 
not only forced Japan to surren- 
der, but undermined our confi- 
dence in the Charter.” 

Atomic Bonib Not U. 8S. Property. 

With his arms resting on the 
lectern, he pounded its surface 
with a forefinger to stress the 
point that the atomic bomb is not 
the property of the United States 
nlone and “cannot be regarded as 
a mere chatte] for our personal 
use.” 

“To those good citizens who 
think the peoples of the world 
should trust us to use the bomb 
to protect them,” he asserted, “I 
can only say... we should ask 
ourselves if we would be content 
to intrust our lives and fortunes 
to the Russians if they alone had 
the atomic bomb. 

“The discovery and use of 
atomic energy has dramatized the 
fact that there is a fundamental 
dis-equilibrium that has gradually 
grown up between the natural 
sciences and the art of govern- 
ment. Today, I believe, we are 
faced with the necessity of com- 
pensating for this dis-equilibrium, 
either by creating an effective or- 
ganization with power to control 
armaments or by ourselves becom- 
ing a militaristic and probably 
imperialistic power, which I should 
not like.” 

Again raising his voice, Ful- 
bright said: “If we foster or per- 
mit the growth of an atmosphere 
of suspicion and secrecy (in ref- 
erence to the atomic bomb), each 
nation naturally will suspect every

EDWIN PAULEY S 
STATEMENT ON 
TIDEWATER Ol 


iSays He Did Not Seek 


Votes for Pending Leg- 
islation or Ask Execu- 
tives Not to File Suit. 


Edwin W. Pauley, American 
Reparations Commissioner to 
Japan and former treasurer of 
the Democratic National Commit- 
tee, telegraphed the following 
statement to the Post-Dispatch 
from Los Angeles: 


“Your recent news stories and 
editorials concerning my connec- 
tion with the tidelands oil contro- 
versy, together with stories from 
other publications based on or re- 
ferring to your articles, have 
come to my attention on the eve 
of my departure for Japan on 
reparations matters. 

“These articles do me a dis- 
tinct injustice and gravely mis- 
state the facts which in order to 
keep the record straight, I here- 
with submit. You have stated 
that I have attempted to influ- 
ence legislation in the tidelands 
matter by asking certain Senators 
and Representatives to vote for 
pending legislation. You have 
also stated that I asked both 
President Roosevelt and Attorney 
General Biddle to refrain from 
bringing suit to recover the tide- 
lands for the Federal Govern- 
ment. Both of these statements 
are untrue. I have never asked 
any Senator or Representative to 
vote in favor of me against any 
bill involving tideland rights or 
any other matter related thereto. 
I never at any time requested 
President Roosevelt nor Attorney 
General Biddle to delay, postpone 
or withdraw any suit relating in 
any way to the tidelands, 

“For your own correct informa- 
tion, I have publicly, privately and 
repeatedly stated it to be on my 
firm conviction that ownership in 
the tidelands rests with the states, 
an opinion confirmed by _ the 
United States Supreme Court in 
52 separate decisions and held by 
Secretary of the Interior Ickes on 
numerous occasions between 1933 
and 1936. I furthermore believe 
that anyone now Claiming other- 
wise is fostering, innocently or 
otherwise, a racket and a scheme 
to further private, personal and 
even illegal interests.” 


The Post-Dispatch, in a news ar- 
ticle published Oct. 17, said Pauley 
“personally urged three United 
States Senators last March” to 
support the controversial quit- 
Claim legislation. The same article 
related that Pauley, in an inter- 
view with Edward A. Harris, a 
Washington correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, said he went to the 
Senate secretary's office with 
William.

Meeting Here Machine 
Is Designed as Aid to 
2,000,000. 


Through production of a tractor 
smaller than any ever manufac- 
tured before, the $44,000,000 trac- 
tor plant to be erected near Alton 
by the International Harvester Co. 
will play an important part in 
mechanization of America’s small 
farms, 
dent of the company, declared last 
night, 

Speaking at a dinner given in 
his honor by the St. Louis Cham- 
ber of Commerce at Hotel Jeffer- 
son, he outlined production plans 
for the new plant and discussed 
the factors responsible for the de- 
cision to locate the factory in the 


St. Louis area. 
“There are more than 2,000,000 


small farms of 40 acres or less 
which have never been furnished 
a satisfactory tractor,” he said. 
“The plant we are building near 
Alton will produce three small 
tractors—two already on the mar- 
ket and a new one which will be 
the smallest ever made. 

“We believe this new tractor, 
designed to pull a 12-inch plow in 
hard soil, will make economical 
the mechanized operation of small 
farms in this country.” 
McCormick said the new tractor 
will be a four-wheeled machine 
powered by a four-cylinder engine 
using either gasoline or kerosene 
as fuel. He said the market price 
still is to be determined, but add- 
ed, “The farmer who buys this 
tractor, and the equipment and 
tools that go with it, will spend 
no more than it would cost to buy 
a good team of horses and a set 
of harness and tools.” 

Work Started on Plant. 
Employing some 5500 men and 
women, most of whom will be re- 
cruited from this area, the plant 
near Alton will produce 300 to 400 
machines a day, with about half 
the output to consist of the small- 
est, or “cub,” tractor. Grading of 
the site, which is on the east side 
of the Mississippi river between 
Alton and Wood Rver, has begun, 
and the company hopes to put the 
plant in operation early in 1947. 
International Harvester for 10 
years has been seeking a factory 
site which would combine ample 
acreage, good highway, railroad 
and waterway facilities, a supply 
of competent labor, solid and level 
ground and good connections for 
electricity and gas. 

“This site meets the require- 
ments to a high degree,” McCor- 
mick said, 

“The ground is not too level, 
-but the other advantages more 
than compensate. The waterway 
facilities are most important. I 
sometimes wonder if American 
manufacturers properly evaluate 
waterway transportation. In 
France and Germany we have 
learned the importance of water- 
ways in transporting heavy goods. 
It may be interesting for you to 
know that at least one industry 
has located ih the St. Louis area 
because of your waterway posi- 
tion.” 

Largest of Company’s Plants. 
The new plant will be the larg- 
est of all the company’s 21 fac- 
tories in floor space. Occupying a 
360-acre site, it will provide more 
than 1,700,000 square feet of plant 
area. The factory will be of 
single-story construction, and will 
include a huge foundry, forge 
shop, machine shop, manufactur-

people laughed when he told i of 
shifting his headquarters every 
other week to confuse the Jap- 
anese and, incidentally, avoid 
bombing attacks. Loud applause 
rang through the hall when he 
told of receiving eight bombers 
from the American’ Government 
in June 1942 and immediately tak- 
ing the offensive by bombing 
every Japanese installation within 
flying distance. At that time, he 
said, there were 1000 Japanese 
airplanes on airfields surrounding 
the American group. 
Invited to China in 1987. 

Gen. Chennault, with three rows

He explained the Japanese attack 
on China came in 1937, just before 
that country reached its maturity 
as a republic and had established 
a strong central government. 

Speaking in a marked Southern 
accent, Gen, Chennault told of the 
attenrpts of the Generalissimo to 
compromise with the Japanese in 
an effort to gain more time.

REPORTS COSTS ERROR 
AT TRANING SCHOOL 


Penal Director Says State In- 
stead of Counties Has Paid 
Boonville Institution.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 9 
An erroneous practice of charging 
maintenance costs of some of the 
inmates of the Missouri Training 
School for Boys at Boonville 
against® the state instead of the 
counties in which they were con- 
victed, through a misinterpreta- 
tion of the law, has been discov- 
ered by Thomas E. Whitecotton, 
director of state penal institu- 
tions. 

Whitecotton said today he did 
not know the total amount that 
had been improperly charged 
against the state instead of the 


the practice had been followed, 
but that these charges had varied 
from about $500 a year to nearly 
$9000 a year since 1942, ‘ 


The Attorney General's depart- 
ment, which had been asked for a 
ruling by Whitecotton, held yes- 
terday that, when a boy under 17 
years was committed to the 
school, the law required the 
county in which he was convicted 
to pay $15 a month to the Depart- 
ment of Penal Institutions toward 
his support, maintenance, clothing 
and other expenses, If the inmate 
was between 17 and 21 when con- 
victed the state must pay the ex- 
pense, 


Whitecotton, who became direc- 
tor last Aug. 1, said he did not 


know when the practice of charg- 
ing maintenance expense of some 
of the boys under 17 to the state 
instead of the counties had start- 
ed but that it apparently resulted 
from confusion over another stat- 
ute requiring the state to pay 
court costs and commitment ex- 
penses in cases of boys sent to 
the training school on felony 
charges. The requisitions for pay- 
ment by the state are prepared in

Bargaining “Fully Accepted,” 


Secretary George W. Taylor of 
the labor-management conference 
said today it was “fair to say that 
in every committee there has been 
full acceptance of collective bar- 
gaining.” 

The former War Labor Board 
Chairman told a press conference 
that this was the issue which 
broke up a similar conference aft- 
er the First World War. 

Taylor declared that the com- 
mittee on grievance procedure 
“appears to be in agreement” that 
there must be some terminal point 
to grievance procedure if there 
are to be provisions in contracts 
barring strikes and lockouts. This 
means, he said, that there must 
be some provision for a final in- 
terpretation of contract clauses 
to dispose of grievances which fre- 
quently lead to strikes. 

Taylor expressed the opinion 
that in order to make terminal 
procedure work there must be a 
time limit within which decisions 
can be obtained by the ultimate 
umpire, 

Fred C. Smith, the conference 
press Officer, said last night that 
AFL President Green expressed 
himself “in full accord with 
everything Lewis said’ ’on the 
wage question. 

Smith told reporters Murray 
“clarified” his resolution at the 
request of Eric Johnson, president 
of the United States Chamber of 
Commerce, and David Sarnoff, 
president of the Radio Corpora- 
tion of America.

(This was four years before he be- 
came chief of the German Army General Staff, which office he 
held from 1938 until 1942 when he was dismissed by Hitler.)

old army man, he makes out the b 


caste. 

At that time, in 1934, the Army 
was under the command of two 
officers of the old Junkers school 
—Commander in Chief Gen. Wer- 
ner von Fritsch, and the Chief of 
the Army General Staff, Col. Gen. 
Ludwig von Beck, who owned the 
most penetrating eyes in the 
Reich. 

Halder acknowledges that many 
junior officers in the corps then 
were either neutral or sympathetic 
to Hitler’s principles, owing to 
their disillusionment with the 
Weimar Republic or inZection with 
Goebbels’ propaganda, though for- 
bidden by the traditions of their 
caste from joining the Nazis or 
any other political party. 


Blomberg and Reichenau. 


It happened that in command of 
the fortress of East Prussia were 
Gen. Werner von Blomberg and 
his chief of staff, Gen, Walther 
von Reichenau. They were as 
favorably impressed with the Nazi 
party organizations, particularly 
the storm troopers, as their en- 
thusiastie aides in the numerically 
weak army that offered the 
Fuehrer unconditional support. 

Gen. Halder says Hitler and 
Von Blomberg together set up 
the Wehrmacht supreme com- 
mand, ostensibly as a simple 
military agency to succeed the 
Great General Staff as adminis- 
tered by Marshal Paul von Hin- 
denburg and then by Gen. Erich 
von Ludendorff. 

Von Beck was one of the few 
Germans keen enough to under- 
stand that Hitler's proletarian 
revolution'sts held the officers’ 
corps in abhorrence as the cor- 
rupt and incompetent losers of 
World War I and had established 
the Wehrmacht supreme com- 
mand for the express purpose of 
stripping them of every power ex- 
cept that of technical experts di- 
recting troops in the field. There- 
tofore, the Junker patricians of 
the Army General Staff had en- 
joyed a monopoly in the war- 
making racket, including contro] 
of high strategy and foreign 
policy. 

Always Fresh Differences. 


As first commander of the 
Wehrmacht, Von Blomberg spared 
“no effort to win over the officers’ 
corps for Hitler, but fresh differ- 
ences were constantly arising. 

According to Halder, the Army 
leadership disapproved of the Nazi 
anti-Semitic crusade and was pro- 
foundly shocked by the _ blood 
puree of June 30, 1934. 

They probably cared little about 
what happened to such men as 
Ernst Roehm and Otto Strasser, 
but were incensed by the murder 
of one of their own caste, Gen. 
Kurt von Schleicher. 

The sovereign cause of dissen- 
sion, Halder says, was the claim 
of the Wehrmacht supreme com- 
mand to unlimited predominance 
in the planning and organizing 
of preparations for war, which 
was until] then the exclusive 
field of the Army General Staff. 

In the OKW was a tiny office 
known as the Department of Na- 
tional Defense. Beck found he 
was expected to serve as “office 
manager,” for he had this office 
at the time he was a first lieuten- 
ant. Jodl developed the minute 
bureau into the Wehrmacht oper- 
ations section. As acts of defiance 
toward the Army, Jodl created the 
Wehrmacht’s own general staff 
and also established the Wehr- 
macht high command. 

Hitler declined to see Beck and 
refused to discuss anything with 
von Fritsch. Beck retaliated by 
forbidding Army General Staff of- 
ficers to come into official contact 
with officers of the Wehrmacht 
high command. The Fuehrer was 
outspoken in his contempt for the 
Army General Staff, which he 
nicknamed a “club of intellectuals” 
and “the last lodge.” 

Generals Decide to Act. 

The Army leadership, Halder 
says, had opposed Hitler’s re-occu- 
pation of the Rhineland and the 
Austrian anschluss. When it be- 
came known that the Fuehrer 
was planning to crush Czechoslo- 
vakia, the generals decided that 
the hour had come when a forci- 
ble solution was imperative. 

- All arrangements were made by 
Gen. Erwin von Witzleben to 
march on Berlin with Panzer 
troops. He did not plan to murder 
Hitler, the Halder chronicle in- 
sists, but to depose and arrest him 
and occupy Wehrmacht headquar- 
ters and all important Nazi of- 
fices, then call on the German peo- 
ple to choose a new regime by a 
free election under the Army's pro- 
tection. (Witzleben was hanged 
last year as the chief in the Hitler 
assassination plot.) 

The attack on Berlin was can- 
celed on the news that British 
Prime Minister Neville Chamber- 
lain had agreed to go to Munich. 

At the end of August, 1938, Von 
Beck withdrew from the hopeless 
contest and Halder was appointed 
as his successor. 

As a legacy, Beck left a memo- 
’ randum to be circulated among the 
generals to the effect that the 
“Reich is drifting toward military |

Halder comments: “I know Hit- 
ler received this memorandum and 
read it.”

Hitler Decision on Poland. 


Toward the end of April, 1939, 
Hitler summoned to a conference 
the highest officers of the Army, 
Navy and Aif Force, He an- 
nounced that a military conflict 
with Poland must be reckoned 
with and ordered the necessary 
preparations. 


The objection was offered that 
this might bring on a two-front 
war which Germany was in no 
position to fight. Hitler laughed 
the protest to scorn. Nothing 
could be more certain, he ex- 
claimed, than that England, and 
therefore France, would not dare 
to intervene. 

Halder remembered the Fuehr- 
er’s exact words: 

“] should be an idiot if on 
account of this lousy corridor 
question I let myself slide into 
a world war like those num- 
skulls of the year 1914.” 

The Polish campaign appears to 
have been one protracted head- 
ache for the Army leaders. They 
had no interest in destroying War- 
saw when that prosperous city 
was surrounded with no possibil- 
ity of relief. They had sent the 
artillery westward when Hitler 
ordered the city razed from the 
ground and air as an example of 
frightfulness. 

The generals resented instruc- 
tions to withdraw before the Rus- 
sian entry into Eastern Poland. 
Their troops suffered heavy 
casualties in disengaging them- 
selves under fire and were com- 
pelled to relinquish imminent 


gains. 


Nazi Civilians Sent In. 

The Army was forced to allow 
the Nazi party machine to operate 
in its own areas. Pressure for 
the political education of the 
troops multiplied. The country 
swarmed with gauleiters with 
whom the generals had to nego- 
tiate in order to carry out the 
simplest military . necessities. 

After numerous acrimonious dis- 
cussions, Hitler found that no 
army officer could be relied on 
to execute his intentions regard- 
ing the Polish population, espe- 
cially the Jews. 

In great haste he set up A 
civilian administration under Hans 
Frank, one of the Nuernberg de- 
fendants, as governor general. 

Halder heard later from eye- 
witnesses that Hitler himself de- 
scribed as “devilish” the orders 
he gave Frank before the latter 
took over the job. 

To cap the climax, Hitler called 
a conference of army leaders and 
upbraided them harshly for their 
“chivalrous actions” during the 
Polish campaign. He accused them 
of representing the spirit which 
lost World War I. He told the 
generals they had opposed all of 
his successful operations and de- 
manded then -a_ whole-hearted 
agreement of unconditional obedi- 
ence. 

Moreover, to prevent the officers 
corps from gaining credit for the 
victory, he set hés propaganda 
machine in motion. It was then 
that Goebbels first launched the 
myth that celebrated the Fuehrer 
as a military genius. 
also Hitler offered Von Brauch- 
itsch the choice between submis- 
sion and a knockout battle. The 
army commander in chief sub- 
mitted. 


Prodding for War in West. 


The narrative reveals’ that 
throughout the period known as 
the “phony war” Hitler was fever- 
ishly prodding the army to open 
a campaign in the west. The 
first date was set for October, 
1939, but equipment and arma- 
ments were not yet ready. It was 
postponed to November and then 
until December. The final factor 
compelling a delay until spring 
was the failure of the motor 
transport to function in the ex- 
ceptionally cold weather. 

“It was characteristic of rela- 
tions in the OKW,” Halder reoalls, 
“that neither the Army commander 
in chief nor the Army General 
Staff was notified of the pending 
attack on Norway and Denmark. 
They were merely ordered to place

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Jap Cruelty Subsides, Yanks Are Taken _ 
On a Picnic But There’ sa Catch To It 
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Generals can cry, too, as Gen. 
Wainwright tells in today’s 
thirty-fourth chapter of his 
story portraying the ordeals he 
and his men suffered during 
their long captivity by the Japs.

N June 5, 1944, 28 of the senior 
(porticers and Allied civilian 
governors and orderlies were 
separated from the others in the 

Tamazato camp on Formosa. The 

remaining 89 officers and men 

were ordered to pack up. They 
left us to rattle around in Tam- 
azato, after our farewells and ex- 
pressions of hope that they would 
find better treatment wherever 
they were going—and this turned 
out to be another fruitless hope. 

It was lonegome without them 
at Tamazato. We had all been 
through so much together that 
we had come to depend heavily 
upon our numbers for comfort 
and the imperative desire to go 
on living. 

But on June 23 those of us who 
were left at Tamazato were told 
to round up our belongings. We 
were to be sent to a special camp 
prepared for us near Muksag, also 
on Formosa. 

We went by train in three or 
four hours to Karenko, where we 
transferred to a dirty little coast- 
al ship and were jammed into the 
hold for the night. 

It was the same old story, as 
bad as that of our last night of 
Jap boat travel. Our group of 
28 spent that night in a space 
about 35 feet long by nine feet 
wide, and the shelf on which we 
were told to sleep was so small 
that to keep from breathing in 
one another’s faces, we alternated 
positions—one head against the 
wall and one pair of feet, one 
head and one feet, and so on down 
the line. 

None of us slept much that 
night. Every time I dozed off the 
feet of a Dutch general would 
come thumping down on my 
chest or face. 

We had carefully hoarded the 
last of our South African Red 
Cross packages, and it was just as 
well we did. 

At 9 a.m, on June 24, 1943, our 
boat docked at Kee-lung, the port 
town of Taihokee which is the 
capital of Formosa. We were 
marched through the town of 
Kee-lung to the _ railroad sta- 
tion — and a curious band of 
former officers and men we were, 
what with our burdens, our 
emaciated conditions, the rags of 
what had been uniforms and, in- 
congruously, a fat pet duck which 
Sgt. Hubert Carroll and another 
enlisted man had picked up at 
Tamazato. It was the only healthy 
living thing in the line of march. 

We were taken by train to Tai- 
hoku, which lies about 20 miles in- 
land, ordered out of the train and 
all of us, including Donald (our 
inevitable name for the duck), 
were loaded into one truck and 
moved the remaining six miles to 
our new camp, which lay near the 
village of Muksaq. 

The new camp’s buildings were 
made of rough pine board and 
were placed on a hill above a 
valley of rice fields. The hill had 
originally been an orange grove, 
but most of its trees were gone by 
the time we reached there. We 
were assigned to a long, low one- 
story building with a straight hal! 
down the center and eight small 
rooms off each side of the hall. 

They were tiny—8% feet by 10, 
as I measured them — but each 
room had an easy chair, a bamboo 
cot and a table for our meals and 
writing. We were even given a 
number of books, seized from the 
British Consul at Taihoku by the 
Japanese Alien Property Custo- 
dian. 

As a further test of our credul- 
ity, we received more rice at our 
first meal than I had geen at one 
time since my early days of cap- 
tivity at Manila. What is more, it 
was accompanied by vegetables. 

We were told that we could 
spend 100 yen of our Prisoner of 
War Pay each month for cigarets, 
even a few cigars, tomato catsup, 
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soya sauce, tea and sugar. We 
would even be given fruit, and we 
would not be forced to work if 
we did not care to do so. 

It was all too good to be true, as 
the enlisted men soon found out 
A few days after our arrival they 
were handed the usual chunkers 
and ordered to clear land for a 
farm. But the officers were not 
made to work at this time. We sat 
by and waited, wondering what 
the catch was. 

We did not have long to wait. 
About a week after our arrival 
we were visited by a beaming, 
contented-looking Jap colonel, a 
member of the staff of the Com- 
mander of the Taiwan (Formosan) 
Army. He was almost outra- 
geously friendly, and looked as- 
tonishingly like a benevolent ape. 
“I am Col. Sasawa,” he intro- 
duced himself with a vast smile. 
“Is there anything you want?” he 
asked solicitously. “If there’s any- 
thing on your minds, just let me 
know. I will fix it. You can 
trust me.” 

We just looked at him, unable 
to answer, knowing that. there 
must be a method in what was 
patently sheer madness. 

Our?’ first couple of weeks at 
Muksaq were so quiet, and we 
had become so accustomed to 
work, that we found ourselves 
becoming restless. We had learned 
from bitter experience, too, that 
we must be about the business of 


raising food. _ We. had _ been ‘re- 


moved from ‘Tarlac before our 
vegetables had half-matured. We 
had seen most of our painfully 
raised goats taken from us at 
Karenko, just when they were 
large enough to be eaten, and 
were permitted to bring only two 
of them on from Tamazato—both 
males, 

So we collected money and 
bought 10 half-grown hogs and 
some chicks. Several of the sen- 
ior officers also began small gar- 
dens, planting tomatoes. 

We Slaughtered the two goats 
shortly after our arrival, for we 
were incessantly hungry. The Jap 
guard here at Muksaq split our 
meat on a 50-50 basis, but despite 
the fact that a few unappetizing 
hunks of goat meat were all we 
had to show for months of caring 
for what had originally been our 
herd, the nutrition was gratefully 
received.

Col. Sasawa_ sent 
word a few days later that we 
were all invited to a picnic near 
a Shinto shrine in a pretty nat- 
ural setting on an adjoining hill- 
side.

I, for one 
parent of a Marine, second your recom- 
mendation that the withdrawal be NOW 
and not Dec. 5. 

Evacuation of al] these troops seems 
to be imperative in view of dispatches 
from Peiping of Communists’ claims 
that American Marines had driven the 
Reds from the town of Peitaike, near 
Chenwangtao, with machine guns. Even 
though this story was discounted, a Ma- 
rine commander repeated his earlier 
statement that Marines would not fire 
on anyone except in self-defense. 

The Marines were sent into China to 
aid in the disarming of the Japanese— 
not to act in self-defense against attacks 
upon them by Chinese Communists. Too, 
spokesmen for the Communists are re- 
ported as having said the presence of 
the Marines in the disputed North China 
area in itself constitutes intervention, 
and charged the Marines with initiating 
offensive action in the Chenwangtao 
area.

Functions of a Health Board 
Zo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Dr, Joseph C. Willett, president of the 
Missouri Public Health Association, un- 
fortunately failed to include one-half of 
the functions of the Board of Public 
Health and Welfare that deal with the 
Division of Health as set out by the 
Citizens’ Committee. When these are 
omitted, the functions quoted in his let- 
ter of last Saturday are like a three- 
legged table. Here is the complete list: 

1. The board shall be policy-forming 
and not administrative, 

2. It shall determine the qualifications 
ef the director subject to law and shall 
appoint him. 

3. The board shal] fix’ the qualifica- 
tions and salaries of the director and 
of all appointees and employes. 

4. It shall correlate the activities of 
the department and exercise final de- 
termination of department policy sub- 
ject to law. 

5. On formulation by Board of Health 
and Hospitals, and only on its recom- 
mendation, it shall promulgate health 
rules and regulations which shall have 
the effect of law. 

6. It shall: promulgate rules and regu- 
lations for the divisions on recommenda- 
tion of the commissioners of the appro- 
priate divisions, 

As a citizen and voter, my chief con- 
cern is that the new State Department of 
Health and Welfare be organized so as 
to serve the entire citizenry with the 
greatest efficiency. 

Since the new Missouri Constitution 
sets up the Department of Education 
headed by a board of citizens who in 
turn appoint the director, I feel confi- 
dent the plan of the Missouri Citizens’ 
Committee is in full agreement with the 
spirit and letter of the Constitution,

lature to appropriate funds, even though 
an appropriation of $400,000 per annum 
for 10 years is clearly specified in the 
new Constitution, is another indication 
of partisan politics in park matters. 

Because of the submarginal charac- 
ter of a large portion of the Southern 
part of Missouri, recreation assumes the 
aspect of a major industry. It could 
bring large numberg of people to this 
part of the State for recreation of vari- 
ous kinds. These recreation seekers 
would become a source of profitable in- 
come to the residents of this area. In 
Northern Michigan it is estimated that 
over $100,000,000 annually is now spent 
by tourists and resort owners in the 
cut-over lands which now have very lit- 
tle value for other purposes. 

Can we not get a State Park Board 
composed of citizens having the best in- 
terests of the State as their only con- 
cern, for the development of a system 
which could be the equal of any state's 
and superior to most?

Why are living quarters all but impossible to 
find in this city? Why are so pitifully few new 
residences, and no apartments at all, going up in 
St. Louis? Hundreds on hundreds of people 
want to know, for they are literally homeless, 
and their number is growing daily with the re- 
turn of men and women from the armed services 
and from war employment. 


There are many contributing causes to the 
lack of building. Materials and equipment 
are short, particularly brick and tile, hard- 
wood flooring, gypsum lath; iron soil pipe, clay 
sewer pipe, plumbing goods, heating equipment 
and refrigerators. A sellers’ strike is hoarding 
supplies and equipment for the dual purpose of 
avoiding excess-profits taxes and postponing sale 
until—the sellers hope—price controls have been 
removed. 


Labor remains scarce. Much of that available 
is untrained and inefficient. One St. Louis 
contractor says that, though some experienced 
construction workers are coming back from war 
plants, almost none are becoming available be- 
cause of releases from the armed forces. The 
tendency to feather-bedding, long an evil in the 
construction trades, has been aggravated by the 
scarcity of work; men with a lengthy prospect 
of idleness are in no hurry to complete a job. 


Main Cause Is Inflation 


But these factors, serious as they are, are not 
the central cause. The principal fault which 
prevents alleviation of the housing shortage is 
inflation. Residential construction costs are es- 


timated in Washington to have gone up 30 to 35 


per cent since 1940, and Roy Wenzlick, St. Louis 
real estate economist, estimates they have gone 
up 58 per cent. 


Lending institutions and private builders-for- 
rent are not willing to invest in new housing at 
the present inflated costs. They do not want to 
have to operate inflation-built properties in 
competition with properties built at lower costs, 
expected a few years hence when the inflation 
bubble has popped, The result is that virtually 
all of the little residential construction that is 
going on in St. Louis is for sale, and nothing is 
being built for rent, 


Conditions in the real estate sales market are 
scandalous. Prices are inflated 50 per cent and 
more all over the nation. In St. Louis and en- 
virons, the inflation is estimated at 50 to 100 
per cent. One house built four years ago 
for $6000 was sold recently for $11,500. An- 
other of the same age, which cost $15,000, 
brought $33,000. Sellers, taking no chances that 
the purchasers will unload the inflated values 
on them when the housing emergency is past, 
are demanding most or all of the excess price in 
a down payment, The average down payment is 
30 per cent and sometimes runs as high as 50. 


The withdrawal of dwellings and apartments 
from the rental market, to offer them for sale, 
has further worsened the shortage of rental 
housing. Homeless people are desperate for a 
place to live in. Returning veterans and war 
workers are doubling up uncomfortably with 
relatives or spending half their income, or more, 
for hotel accommodations. The recently-estab- 
lished five-day limit on hotel rooms has made 
their plight next to impossible. 


Home-Seeker’s Hopeless Quest 


It is not uncommon for one want ad of a 
house or apartment for rent to receive as many 
as 200 written answers. An engineer who entered 
the employ of the city last year spent $100 ad- 
vertising for a house or apartment, and Mayor 
Kaufmann and the Real Estate Exchange gave 
him their help-—the latter printed a notice of his 
needs in its bulletin—but he finally had to 
resign his job and move back to another city 
because he could find no housing here for his 
family, Heavy rewards have been offered by 
frantic home-seekers for places for rent. 


The situation is growing worse. There seems 
little prospect that relief will even start before 
spring, when good building weather returns, or 
that the shortage will be substantially alleviated 
before 1947. The nation is some eight years 
behind on its residential construction, as a re- 
sult of the depression and the war, and President 
Truman says that 1,000,000 new houses a year 
will be needed for the next 10 years. It is also

estimated that the nation will be doing well if 


450,000 houses can be built next year. 

So, for the time being, it seems that all that 
can be done for immediate results is of a stop- 
gap nature. While the stop-gaps are being set 
up, though, longer-range measures should be 
lined out to make the permanent measures as 
swift as possible. , 

There are some things that can be done now, 
and the Post-Dispatch proposes that the com- 
munity recognize the responsibility vigorously, 
organize its forces and take on the job. 

We should all be demanding of the Govern- 
ment, for the longer-range solution, price con- 
trol over the sale of residences and apartments, 
to prevent the more rapacious elements among 
owners and agents from setting the conditions 
governing the real estate market. 


Steps That Can Be Taken 


To prevent immediate excessive hardship, the 
hotel shortage must be relieved. So long as 
there are people who actually can’t find a room 
for the night, conventions that can be dispensed 
with should be dispensed with; none should be 
permitted unless they are essential to recon- 
version. 

At the same time—and that means immedi- 
ately—this community ought to be moving with 
all speed to buy or rent portable houses and 
trailers and to build emergency housing—for 
occupancy, not six months or a year from now, 
but beginning within the next five or six weeks. 

We should have scouts out all over the coun- 
try, looking for portable houses and trailers and 
building supplies and equipment and trained 
labor. We should be pressing the Army and 
Navy to declare surplus all the portable housing 
and trailers which we can use and which are 
being kept idle at camps and war projects for 
want of having gone through the red tape. 

We should have a community organization 
large enough, energetic enough and well enough 
financed to rent or purchase sites, set up or 
build and rent houses without any. of the red 
tape and delay of government, and with all the 
aggressiveness and speed which private enter- 


‘prise can show, 


Just who should be doing this job for Greater 
St. Louis? It is the easiest course to turn to the 
city government, but the city government is un- 
der a heavy burden of work, and it will have 
enough to do about the housing shortage with- 
out taking on a job that can be done better by 
an organization of private citizens. And private 
citizens can operate more effectively on the 
emergency part of the housing problem, being 
free of the legalisms and procedures which would 
complicate an operation by local government, 


Leadership Is Required 


Just how could the leadership be selected? 
Logically, by the Mayor, who represents the 
community as no one else does. Choosing a 
committee to lead the community's efforts, and 
seeing that it is set in motion, are stints which 
Mayor Kaufmann could perform without their 
being a burden. Private citizenship should take 
up the full responsibility from there on. 

The citizens of Newark, N. J., are doing it. 
Their citizens’ organization has already begun 
rounding up portable houses, some of which 
have come from right under our noses, in IIli- 
nois. Newark citizens, out of their sense of re- 
sponsibility to their community, have subscribed 
$500,000 with which to buy, rent and build emer- 
gency housing. 

St. Louis can do it, too. What's more, we have 
got to do it. 

The homeless thousands of our community are 
caught in a vicious circle against which they are 
powerless. The housing shortage is adding to 
inflation, and inflation is adding to the housing 
shortage. The destructive process continues to 
repeat itself, with no end in sight. The vicious 
circle must. be broken, both by control of the 
inflation and by the construction of houses and 
apartments. 

But while it is being broken, people must live. 

St. Louis’s homeless, distraught and almost 
hopeless—to whom the chance to rent a place 
to live in has become a privilege almost too 
blessed to dream of—look to the leaders of St, 
Louis for leadership. 

Are they going to get that leadership? 


Two Billions in Free Airports 

To train an Army Air Force totaling 2,385,000 
men at its peak, not to mention those in Navy, 
Coast Guard and Marine aviation, required a 
tremendous number of training fields and bases. 
These are no longer needed, but they will not 
revert to pasture land, for the Government has 
worked out a program for turning the airports 
over to cities and towns, at virtually no cost. So 
a practical use is provided for surplus war prop- 
erty representing an investment of more than 
two billions, and a great impetus is. given to- 
ward providing the greatly increased number of 
airports needed in the coming Age of Aviation, 

So hundreds of cities and towns over the coun- 
try will find themselves fully equipped for a 
share in air transportation, and its rise to major 
national importance is hastened to just that ex- 
tent. The development should warn St. Louis 
authorities to speed the local airport expansion 
program, lest this city be caught unprepared for 
the approaching day when air lines will criss- 
cross the country as bus lines do today,

Experts on the Medical School Bill 


In the last analysis, the most authoritative ad- 
vice on the bill to install the last two years of 
the State university's medical course in Kansas 
City can be expected from neither the practic- 
ing physicians united in the Missouri Medical 
Association (which favors it) nor the institution's 
Board of Curators (which opposes it). The voice 
qualified above all others to speak on this im- 
portant subject is that of the medical educator. 


Two experienced medical educators have just 
given their views to the Senate Education Com- 
mittee. Both condemned the bill in the most 
vigorous terms. Dr. Evarts A, Graham, Wash- 
ington University professor of surgery, called it 
“unwise, obsolete, a step backward.” Dean 
H. R, Wahl of the University of Kansas Medical 
School, which has a divided setup, urged a uni- 


“ 


fied institution on the Missouri U. campus, and 
admitted that his own is ‘‘one of the few obso- 
letely organized schools.” Each man reported 
that pracfically every medica] educator in the 
country opposes the bill. 

Kansas City boosters were largely responsible 
for persuading the House to approve the bill for 
a divided Medical School. The Senate assuredly 
ought to rate the experience and wisdom of 
these medical] education specialists far above one 
community’s booster spirit. The words of Dr. 
Graham and Dr. Wahl, added to those of many 
other convincing witnesses, ought to clinch the 
arguments for killing this unwise bill.

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A Victim of the Committee System 

President Truman took a leaf from the Roose- 
velt book on handling Congress when he re- 
peated publicly and firmly that he wanted action 
on unemployment compensation and the full- 
employment bill. When it came to a choice be- 
tween accomplishing nothing with a Dale Car- 
negie approach, and stirring up action with a 
public scolding, Mr. Roosevelt seldom erred on 
the side of rosy relations. 

Mr. Truman accused the Manasco committee, 
which was making fun of the full-employment 
bill under ‘the guise of holding hearings, of 
“damaging delay.”

From an Address at the New York Herald Tribune Forum 
by Lt. Col. T. V. Smith, Chicago University Professor on Military Leave 


When we try to combine the might which 
America and Russia see in each other with 
the moral right which each feels in itself, 
it is easy to grow timorous with fear or 
starry-eyed with hope. Both these extremes 
we must avoid, whatever be the temptation. 


Fear as a motive on our part makes 
Russia’s economic system a threat, her ide- 
ology an insult, and her enspirited morale 
an atheistic taunt to our holy religion. Fear 
on her part makes ug an enemy instead of 
the simple friend we are. 


Soapbox hope, however, is little better 
than fear. Our foolish American imitators 
of Russia would daily sell us down this soft 
river. There is, I believe, a middle ground 
for give and take with Russia, not firm 
enough to justify wild hope, but sufficient 
to prevent morbid fear. 


Economically, we alike want high pro- 
duction and wide distribution, We both are 
motivated by the revolutionary aim of 
converting mass gains to mass ends. We 
Americans have entered the evolutionary 
phase of this hope, and have now much 
experience to offer the Russians as they, 
too, come along the path of disillusion 
which every revolution breeds, 


Achievement Is the Test 


Rather, then, than be made fearful by 
Marxist preachment that men must own 
all productive means in common and share 
fully the fruits of that joint ownership, let 
us revive our own moral pioneering and 
rededicate ourselves to achieve through 
liberty what Russia will not achieve with- 
out it, a plenty so plenteous as at length to 
abolish dire want, 

Promises are but promises; performance 
is the pay-off. As Russia moves from the 
left of liquidation through differentia] 
wages and increased private ownership, we 
move from the right of laissez-faire through 
subjecting to public control, or even to gov- 
ernmental ownership, whatever can be 
shown to be of crucial publie concern, If 
we can but keep as our joint vision this 
clear intent to convert mass gains to mass 
benefits, 
have now disclosed, a genuine area of eco- 
nomic give and take with Russia. 

Ideologically, the contrast between us is 
wide, but the meeting ground is even more 
clearly indicated. To begin with, Ruseia 
and we share a great revolutionary tradi- 
tion, 

Revolutions of the uplifted vision share 
the great ideals of liberty, equality and 
fraternity. 


Liberty vs. Fraternity 


It is true that of these three ideals we 
Americans have specialized, as it were, on 
liberty, whereas the Russians have empha- 
sized fraternity. Each has perhaps over- 
done its part, certainly has underdone the 
other's part. 

Liberty, which we Americans have chosen 
to emphasize, means simply that each man 
is boss of himself, so simply that, if we 
don’t look out, it will lead us to anarchy. 
Liberty requires discipline to save it from 
license. 

Fraternity, which as comradeship the 
Communists adopt as their own, means 
simply that man is his brother's keeper, 
so simply that if they don’t look out, it will 
keep them at the loving liquidation of 


we will gradually extend, as we. 


brothers who merely err so much as an 
inch from the sacred party line, Fraternity 
requires respect for personality to save it 
from class frenzy. 


Equality is the middle ideal which our 
two nations most fully share, Let it be- 
come our natural go-between. 


Russia has emphasized equality in eco- 
nomic and cultural relations; we in polit- 
ical and religious ones. Neither American 
liberty nor Russian fraternity is, however, 
so infallibly defined as not to permit 
further refinement through the earnest 
know-how of fellow men created equal but 
destined to be free. 

Our political republic hag little more to 
offer than it has to get from Russia’s eco- 
nomic democracy; and her cultural and 
racial forbearance has not more to give 
than to receive from our glad toleration of 
all political differences. 


Both Have Much to Do 


We stand alike exposed before the world, 
Russia and America, as joint pretenders to 
the perfectibility of mankind, but we re- 
quire the supplement of each other’s suc- 
cesses to prevent our own best efforts from 
becoming failures, 


Only a continuous application of our 
common concern with equality can prevent 
Russia’s over-emphasis on comradeship and 
our one-sided emphasis upon individualism 
from frustrating our common devotion to 
that indivisibility of ideals which consti- 
tutes democracy. 

On paper, the’ Russian Constitution goes 
further than our own in this application. 
It not only provides for approximately our 
Bill of Rights to equalize political liberty, 
but it guarantees a bill of economic priv- 
ileges to distribute that equality: the right 
to a job, to leisure, to education, to health, 
to security in old age, But as yet, these 
are largely paper promises. 

So, however, were ours once upon a time, 
as some of ours still are to citizens who 
are poor and as many of them are to 
citizens who are black. We both have 
much to do before we can afford to damn 
rather than help each other,

A GREAT EDITOR PASSES

O. K. Bovard, who died Saturday, long 
had been a legendary figure in the shadow- 
world of newspaper-making. Austere and 
aloof, he printed the news with utter ob- 
jectivity. But he was more than a highly 
competent craftsman. Before he retired in 
1938, he made the St, Louis Post-Dispatch, 
during his long career as managing editor, 
a truly remarkable organ of public service. 

He had the crusader’s heart and zeal; a 
passionate belief in democracy; a contempt 
for the “respectable” public-utility fixer as 
withering as his scorn for a crooked Cabi- 
net officer. He added an intellect marvel- 
ously attuned to the social and economic 
tempests of his times. So he harried the 
evildoer and helped lift the levels of polit- 
ical morality in his city, State and nation. 

He gave his readers accurate, readable 
reports of such diverse events as the Rus- 
sian five-year plan and the Wall Street 
crash of 1929. He made the Post-Dispatch 
the newspaper man’s dream of what a great 
newspaper ought to be. He would have 
wanted no other tribute. 


Don’t Baby the Veteran, 
A Doctor’s Study Warns

If you have any illusions about babying 

and pampering the average combat veteran 

because you've been drooling over the lurid 
stories of “combat fatigue” and “crack-ups,” 
don't be surprised if you get clipped across 
the whiskers. You'll deserve it. Nothing 
has so infuriated the men overseas as this 
talk about all veterans being psychoneurotie. 

One vet wrote Yank: “How in hell ean I 

go home and live normally if everyone's 

going to expect me to go berserk at any 
moment?” 

Fortunately, a few good studies of vet- 
erans and their adjustments to civilian life 
are available. “Back to Life” (the title 
comes from Kupper’s constant reference to 
“The Road Back,” Remarque’s pean of 
cynicism from the last war) is by far the 
best to date, Kupper spent three years at 
the Ellis Island Marine Hospital, where he 
was staff psychiatrist and worked with 
thousands of men still reeling from the 
mechanized hell of war.

The elements of readjustment are simple, 
yet they are complex because we're used to 
lousing them up. The veteran wants to re- 
sume a normal! life without specia) con- 
sideration. Civilians traditionally deny him 
that chance, The veteran has just under- 
gone an enormous experience in group liv- 
ing, and he wil! find in our intensely com- 
petitive society much that is offensive. The 
veteran has just seen suffering in un- 
dreamed-of proportions and has emerged 
with a new idea about what America needa, 
Civillans traditionally question that idea-— 
though who has more right then the vet- 
eran to demand change?

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Molotov’s Challenging Speech 


TALIN, in a letter published by Pravda in 1933 and addressed ‘to 
S a young party propagandist, Ivanov, quoted Lenin's words: “The 
prolonged existence of the Soviet Republic, side by side with the 


imperialist states, is unthinkable, 
will be victorious. 


Finally, either the one or the other 
Until this happens, a series of terrible conflicts 


between the Soviet Republic and the bourgeois states is unavoidable.” 


Molotov’s speech, on the twenty- 
eighth anniversary of the Bolshe- 
vil: coup d'etat, is, in however 
guarded words, a clear reaffirma- 
tion of this revolutionary Marxian 
dogma.

“The Soviet praesidium is strong 
in its kinship with the people.

To Have Atom Bomb. 


There is nowhere the suggestion 
pf a reduction of Soviet arma- 

ents. References to the atomic 

mb are assurances that the So- 
wiets will have it, and that it has 
“not yet been tried for averting 
aggression or safeguarding peace.” 
Jt is this statement which immedi- 
mately precedes the passage quoted 
above, : 

That the Soviet Union “has 
mMever joined groups of powers di- 
rected against other peace-loving 
states” is hard to reconcile with 
the Molotov-Ribbentrop pact of 
fi939, unless one recalls the Soviet 
Kand international Communist) 
propaganda of that period, that 
Hitler’s war against Britain and 
France was “just another imperi- 


alist war,” in which the Soviet 
Union was disinterested. 

Germany, in the Russian view, 
was not an “aggresso1” when she 
attacked Poland or the West. She 
became an aggressor when she 
attacked the Soviet Union. From 
& Marxian view—and Molotov is 
an uncompromising Marxian— 
there is no contradiction in this. 
Bourgeois states are all, by nature, 
potential aggressors, in the Marx- 
ian philosophy. 


Red Army and Reichswehr. 


That German rearmament for 
aggression was encouraged by the 
West (in the form of loans to in- 
dustry) was stated in the Soviet 
press this week. That the Red 
Army, from 1922 into the ’30s, was 
in close co-operation with the 
Reichswehr, which trained and 
maneuvered on Russian soil, that 
the Soviet after the last war fa- 
vored German rearmament§ and 
sought through German Com- 
munists to establish an axis be- 
tween the Reichswehr and the 
radical workers, these are matters 
of record. 

So, also, is Stalin’s famous pro- 
nouncement on Nov. 7, 1942, a 
similar anniversary occasion: “It 
is not our aim to destroy all mili- 
tary force in Germany .°. . it is 
inadvisable from the point of view 
of the future. But Hitler’s army 
can and should be destroyed.” 

The general opinion is that this 
concept was thrown away at Yalta, 
and, recently, with the reported 
dissolution of the Union of Ger- 
man Officers in Moscow. But the 
concept that Axis states, which 
have become true democracies 
should be rearmed was supported 
by Molotoy at the London Con- 
ference, specifically in regard to 
Bulgaria and Romania, and.is re- 
affirmed in this speech.

Russian Policy Is Set. 


Again in this speech, there is a 
cagy overture toward Germany: 
“Among us there are no supporters 
of the policy of vengeance toward 
the defeated peoples. . . feelings 
of revenge or retribution for 
wrongs are bad counselors in 
policy , . . we must be guided in 
regard to the vanquished nations, 
not by feelings of revenge, but by 
the effort to prevent a renewal of 
aggression and to put new ag- 
gressors in a position of literal 
isolation among the peoples.” 

Regarding Soviet gains from the 
war, Molotov stands uncompromis- 
ingly on the thesis that all that 
is now in the hands of the Soviets 
in Eastern Europe and the Far 

ast is settled, and that all that is 
fluid elsewhere is open to Soviet 
participation. The fixed  settle- 
ments are free victories for a 
Soviet social order; the fluid are 
threatened by nefarious imperial- 
ist schemers., 

It is the most challenging speech 
ever made by a spokesman for one 
ally to the others. It is uncompro- 
misingly revolutionary, logical 
within its Marxian premises and 
backed by force. It contrasts re- 
markably with the confused and 
stumbling statements of our own 
leaders,

_ Limp Straws in the Political Wind 


HE temptation always is to read great national significance into 


mid-term elections such as the 


mayoralty contests held in impor- 


tart cities around the country. Actually, it is a long way to 
1948, and the few limp straws tossed into the political wind would seem 


to have very limited meaning. 
With the resounding victory of 
Gen. O'Dwyer, in the New York 
mayoralty race, the political ref- 
erees are inclined to count Gov. 
Dewey out of the national picture. 
In his familiar role of Sir Gala- 
had, Dewey rushed into the elec- 


tion with charges that were sensa- 
tional to the point of irresponsibil- 
ity. 


Dewey Dims Out. 


What is more important, polit- 
ically speaking, no one seemed to 
_ pay the slightest attention. The 
voters overwhelmed a weak Re- 
publican candidate and Mayor 
La Guardia’s protege, Newbold 
Morris, a third-party entry in the 
cause of good government. 

The march of world events has 
been such that Dewey has inevita- 
bly found it difficult or impcssible 
to keep his name and his reputa- 
tion before the public. The effort 
to make it seem that he had nobly 
forsworn victory in 1944 by refus- 
ing to disclose that Jap secret 
codes were broken before Pear] 
Harbor backfired heavily. 

Moreover, a candidate still in uni- 
form is setting out to win the 
nomination. Capt. Harold Stassen, 
recently promoted and soon to be 
returned to civilian life, is a 
formidable contender. 

Stassen, who made his political 
start as Governor of Minnesota, is 
bound to become a figure around 
whom many hofes will center. As 
m delegate to the United Nations 
Conference at San Francisco, he 
increased his reputation. 


A Man of Stature. 


He has a strong appeal for the 
independent voter who tended to 
follow Roosevelt because of his 
stand on foreign policy. While this 
is something of a handicap for 
Stassen among the panjandrums 
of the Republican party, it is just 
possible that after four defeats 
they will realize that they must 
take a man who can talk not to 


‘ 


the faithful regulars alone, but 
to the middle band of voters with- 
out strong party ties. 


The wonder is that men of Stas- 
sen’s stature still want to be Pres- 
ident. We give our public figures 
an awful beating. And, what is 
more, 99 per cent of the time we 
calmly ignore all responsibility 
for public office and then grouse 
like anything when we find the 
man in the Governor’s chair or 
the Mayor’s office is not another 
George Washington. 

That is the moral of a very fun- 
ny political play now showing 
here, on its way to Broadway. 
Howard Lindsay and Russell 
Crouse have portrayed in “State 
of the Union” the complications 
in the life of a Willkie-like indus- 
trialist who is persuaded by hard- 
boiled Republican politicoes that 
he has a chance for the nomina- 
tion. As the boss and chief fixer 
Says, the reason the people don’t 
get to pick a President is because 
the people are too lazy to vote in 
the primaries, leaving such sordid 
details to the professionals. 


Politics as Usual. 


In New York City they had the 
lightest registration since 1929. A 
fraction of the voters named the 
man who has the unenviable task 
of trying to keep th: vast and 
torpid city orderly and _ solvent. 

In Detroit, the voters turned 
out in unprecedented numbers, 
stirred by the candidacy of Rich- 
ard Frankensteen of the CIO's 
United Automobile Workers. The 
wonder seems to be, not that he 
was defeated by the veteran May- 
or Jeffries, but that he got as 
many votes as he did. During the 
election campaign, Frankensteen 
tried to settle a wildcat strike and 
was booed off the platform—hard- 
ly a demonstration of labor re- 
sponsibility or solidarity. 

There is evidence that Ameri- 
cans today would like some plain 
speaking. What they are getting, 
for the most part, is politics as 


usual, 


SUSAN BLOW GROUP 
MAY LEASE SCHOOL 


School Board Committee 
Agrees to Plan Since Asso- 
ciation Might Lose in Sale. 


The Board of Education finance 
committee agreed yesterday to 
lease the old Des Peres School to 
the Susan Blow. Kindergarten 
Memorial Association, which plans 
to convert the building into a 
memorial to the late Susan Blow. 
By its action, the committee aban- 
doned plans to dispose of the 
property through public sale. 

Terms of the lease, tentatively 
set at five years and subject to 
renewal, will be worked out be- 
tween the association and Emmett 
Carter, attorney for the board, 
which will receive ‘he finance 
committee’s recommendation at 
its next meeting. 

The proposal to lease the prop- 
erty, unused for the last 10 years, 
was made by Charles R. Watkins, 
an officer of the association, after 
the committee rejected an offer 
by the association to. purchase it 
for a nominal sum. Dr. Francis 
Sullivan, committee chairman, in- 
formed a-delegation of association 
officers that if the property were 
sold, it must go to the highest 
bidder under state law. 

It was at the old Des Peres 
School, 6307 Michigan avenue, 
that Susan Blow established the 
first kindergarten in the United 
States in 1873. The association w 
formed to save it as a memoria 
after the board announced its in- 
tention of selling it and a pur- 
chase offer of $5000 was made. 

Watkins told the committee $15,- 
000 to $18,000 would be required to 
put the building in good condition 
and that the association planned 
to raise the money by popular 
subscription. 

That such a fund-raising cam- 
paign has national possibilities 
was indicated by William Schu- 
macher, a member of the commit- 
tee, who expressed approval of the 
lease plan. He said that at a re- 
cent convention of school officers 
he attended in the South he was 
given informal assurance by other 
delegates that penny contributions 
from school children in Southern 
states for establishment of the me- 
morial would be sought. .

Political Effect a Question. 


Shinto’s manifest decline may 
have far-reaching developments in 
Japan’s political as well as reli- 
gious life. An American State 
Department spokesman recently 
announced that American policy 
is to make it impossible for Shinto 
to continue its prewar role in the 
national scheme. To this end the 
Japanese Government will] be re- 
quired to cease al] financial sup- 
port. 

Shinto’s eclipse, however, may 
be achieved without any Allied 
action. Shinto and its great 
shrines always have been sup- 
ported by the state, not the peo- 
ple. Shinto as the state cult was 
a comparatively recent synthesis 
of primitive nature worship and 
modern militarism, imposed from 
above and used to regiment the 
people for the purpose of the im- 
perialists and _ militarists. Ob- 
Servance of its rites was a duty 
from which release will be wel- 
comed by many Japanese. What 
will rush into the vacuum left by 
Shinto’s decline remains to be 
seen. It could be Christianity or 
it could be communism.

Leslie M. O’Connor, special as- 
sistant to the commissioner, sent 
a memorandum “by direction of 


the commissioner” to all club own- 
ers outlining privileges of rein- 
stated service men under existing 
major-minor league rules, 

The directive pointed out that a 
reinstated player “shall be regard- 
ed just the same as if he had been 
in baseball service while in the 
armed forces, so far as concerns 
his major league veteran status 
(10-year service), hig eligibility for 
advancement by draft, and any 
other baseball rule as to which it 
will be to the player’s advantage.” 
Seven-Year Man Not Penalized. 
Thus, a major leaguer of seven 
years’ experience who spent three 
years in the Army will be estab- 
lished a 10-year veteran who may 
not be transferred to a minor 
league against his wishes. On the 
other hand, military service will 
not be regarded the same as base- 
ball service in determining a play- 
er’s rookie status, or in connection 
with any rule which might prove 
unfavorable to the player.

To War—And How! 


HE value of athletic train- 
T ing when war makes its de- 

mands on the youth of a 
nation was remarkably attested 
in a recent report by President 
Ted P. Bank of the Athletic 
Institute, based on a survey of 
returns to a questionnaire sent 
to 390 colleges, 98 of which re- 
turned replies. ... Here are 
some of the astonishing facts 
developed, according to an As- 
sociated Press story: 


Of 10,742 college and varsity 
football lettermen listed, 87.7 per 
cent were in service when the 
survey was instituted last 
spring; 63.8 per cent won com- 
missions; 59.4 per cent saw over- 
seas service and 45.4 per cent 
were in combat service. 

Of 3810 basketball players, 
85.2 per cent were in service 
with 74.7 per cent commissioned, 
64.2 per cent overseas and 52.5 
per cent in combat duty. (The 
basketball players had the best 
record of all college athletes.) 
Track squads had 5164 letter- 
men, with 80.6 per cent in serv- 
ice; 67.1 per cent holding com- 
missions, 60.8 per cent overseas 
and 46,1 per cent in combat serv- 
ice. 


Of 3842 baseball lettermen re- 
ported, 85.4 per cent were in 
service, 65.5 per cent won com- 
missions, 64.4 per cent were in 
overseas duty and 47.3 per cent 
were in combat service. 

The survey said that defer- 
ment for physical disabilities 
was from 8 to 4 per cent, termed 
exceptionally low compared with 
the over 40 per cent figure for 
the entire country!

CHICAGO, Nov. 9 (AP)-——The sharp upturn 
in grain futures continued today, with Decem- 
ber wheat hitting the $1.80 ceiling for the 
first time and December rye selling higher than 
wheat for the first time since the first world 
war.

The truth is that I worry about our forests 
for both esthetic and practical reasons.

What this means in human values is easy to 
understand. It means that 35 Ozark counties 
where this timber grows are producing less in- 
come each year for their citizens—not only for 
the farmers and people who make their liveli- 
hood directly from the timber, but for business- 
men as well.

It means fewer and 
poorer schools, turning out children poorly 
equipped to meet life. It means low health rates 
and poorer care for those in ill-health. It means 
tax delinquencies and more money spent for relief 
and State and Federal aid.

The Return of Joan Crawford. 
T HE movie entries really run the gamut this week. At the 


more sordid—and livelier—end is, undoubtedly, James Cain's 

“MILDRED PIERCE,” at the AMBASSADOR. 

As you movie fans know, there has been a tremendous 
amount of publicity, in newspapers, magazines 
and on the radio, on two points, in connection 
with building up advance interest in this picture. 
One point of interest has been the fact that the 
picture marks a sort of return to the screen of 
Joan Crawford, a reigning star who hadn’t had 
too much luck in late years in being cast. The 
second, and much more potent point, has been 

the question of how hard would the Hays Office (now of 
course the Johnston Office) close its eyes in letting the sub- 
ject matter and points of view of Cain's novel get by in celluloid. 

Well, the aforementioned Office has closed its eyes pretty 

hard. The story, even on the usually sanctimonious screen, 
is still as tough as when Cain wrote it, and deals, with few 
punches pulled, with as unbeautiful a bunch of cheats, double- 
crossers, hypocrites, and so forth as you'll meet anywhere, 

Joan Crawford and her first husband, played by Bruce 

Bennett, are the only nice people in the picture. They have 
two children, played by Ann Blyth and Jo Ann Marlowe. But 
the two nice people quarrel, in an ugly way, because the hus- 
band is not a success in business and the mother will let nothing 
stand in the way of, as she puts it, “the children’s futures.” 

The couple split up, the first husband fades out of her life, 

and Joan goes on, through all the steps known as “working 
hard,” to a huge financial success via the restaurant business. 
Helping her up in the restaurant business is a hail-fellow-well- 
met type, played by Jack Carson, and the socialite whom she 
eventually marries, played by Zachary Scott, Up to a certain 
point, everything is conventional enough, even though the re- 
markably-attractive younger daughter has been made to die of 
pneumonia. In the ordinary sort of star-studded movie, every- 
thing would have continued conventional, with a few twists on 
the boy-meets-girl formula thrown in to achieve what the 
movies might cal] a “reasonable facsimile” of the unconven- 


tional. 
In Fine Sad Film About Rats 


From the conventional (or the slicked-over), the story be- 
gins to take a dangerous veer into the unconventional, almost 
before you know it. The hail-fellow fellow begins to emerge 
as a man who thinks the end justifies the means, and the end 
for him is money. The socialite, fantastically charming, begins 
to emerge as a spendthrift so disillusioned that he can only 
feel himself moved by the movement of people about him— 
and it doesn’t matter whether that movement is a movement of 
joy or agony. And the surviving daughter who, spoiled and. 
pampered as she becomes, and who would, in the con- 
ventional sort of picture, have been straightened out in a pretty 
scene or two a few minutes before the finale, here goes on and 
on until she has stolen her mother’s second husband (who has 
also stolen her.) 

As you can see, Miss Crawford, who started out wanting to 
make a happy world for her two children, even if it meant 
amputating the children of their father, ends up by being im- 
mersed in a horrible and intolerable world. At this point, a 
shot is fired that kills Scott. The whole petty yearning and 
terrible story comes out in the grilling Moroni Olsen, as police 
investigator, gives Miss Crawford. Who killed Scott is an 
answer you may as well discover for yourselves. 

In conclusion, jt should be said that “Mildred Pierce” is 
not, as it could easily have been, a “sensational” or “revealing” 
film at all. It is, under its unpleasantness, simply a harrowingly 
sad film. Since it is also well acted, and made with much tech- 
nical savvy, it is a strong entry in this year’s best-film list. 
But, to thoroughly appreciate it, you'll have to park your happy- 
endings ideas as you come in through the door. 


A Rene Clair-Directed Whodunit 

Murder, even though it was only one murder, at the Am- 
bassador was tragic. You move west now to the FOX, where

Rene Clair, the master director, has marshaled a master- 
ful acting cast and set of technical effects to get the utmost in 
whodunit feeling out of his subject. The cast includes Barry 
Fitzgerald, Walter Huston, Louis Hayward, June Duprez, Ro- 
land Young, C. Aubrey Smith, Mischa Auer, Judith Anderson, 
Richard Haydn, Queenie Leonard, and Harry Thurston. 

The plot has all the above-mentioned persons, each a 
stranger to the others, assembling on a lonely island just off 
the mainland at the individual invitations of their host, a 
“Mr. Owen.” Owen doesn’t show up, but a voice informs them 
all they are murderers, and are here to get their just dues. And 


so they do.

“THE PRINCESS AND THE BELLBOY,” a fairy tale 
that suffers a bit from pernicious anemia, opened yesterday at

As Princess Veronica, of one of those mythi- 
cal European kingdoms you find in studio geog- 
raphies, Hedy comes to the New World to seek 
a certain newspaper columnist (This sort of 
thing is a fate the studios often reserve for news- 
paper columnists.) whom she'd spurned years be- 
fore but still loves. Walker meets her in the 

basement of the swanky hotel into which she’s moved. She's 
in the basement because she’s trying to get out onto the streets 
incognito. In the movies, visiting princesses don’t give inter- 
views and newspaper men hang around the lobbies in droves 
all night long and the next night too. you see. And, meeting 
her like that in the basement, the boy naturally supposes she’s 
a new chambermaid. Wouldn't you? 

There are, it must be said, a number of nice things in the 
film. “Rags” Ragland’s impersonation of a moron is one.

N acorn squash is a beautiful, 
A seiicious, and substantial vege- 

table. Yet with all of these in- 
herent qualities, it has not stimu- 
lated enough imagination on the 
part of cooks. It is so good just 
baked and then browned tempt- 
ingly with butter and brown 
sugar that too many of us just 
don't bother about doing it any 
other way. Some have gone a bit 
further and stuffed it with sau- 
sage and baked and served it with 
the sausage in the hollow. Others 
have prepared creamed mixtures 
such as chicken and filled the 
hollows of the baked squash just 
before serving. 

All of these treatments produce 
heavy dishes that are excellent for 
cold days when little else is 
served. The following recipe pro- 
duces an appealing vegetable en- 
semble that eats just as well as it 
looks, Not the least ignportant 
advantage of it is that it fits per- 
fectly at those times when there 
are tiny amounts of several vege- 
tables left over in the hydrator 
which need to make their exit. 

Stuffed Squash. 

Two acorn squash, three-fourths 
pound each; three-fourths cup fine- 
ly diced celery; three-fourths cup 
finely diced carrot; three table- 
spoons finely diced onion; one- 
fourth cup finely diced green pep- 
per; two tablespoons shortening; 
on bouillon cube; two tablespoons 
hot water; two strips bacon, 

Wash squash, cut in half and 
remove seedy portion with a spoon, 
Lightly grease cut surface with a 
little shortening, turn cut side 
down on a baking sheet and bake 
for 40 minutes at 350 degrees F.. in 
meantime, prepare vegetables, 
heat shortening in skillet and 
saute vegetables in it for 15 min- 
utes over low heat. Dissolve 
bouillon cube in water and pour 
over vegetables. Mix thoroughly 
and heap into centers of baked 
squash. Put one-half strip of ba- 
con over heaped up vegetables on 
each squash. Return to oven for 
20 minutes. Serves four.

IRLS of 20 are sometimes a 
puzzle to their mothers. They 
seem to withdraw, to have a 
life apart from the family, even 
from their mothers who have been 
accustomed to knowing about ev- 
erything they thought or hoped 
or did.

THERE IS NOTHING for a 
mother of a grown-up daughter to 
do but wait until she indicates a 
willingness and a need for con- 
fidence.

Answer: Merriam-Webster’s de- 


fines an archaic word as one that 


is “obsolete in ordinary language.” 
Hello is anything but obsolete— 
it is the customary American salu- 
tation in answering the telephone 
and in greeting one’s friends. 
Curiously enough, however, it was 
unknown a century ago. 

Kansas City: What does this 
new word “Video” mean, and how 
is it pronounced?—J. W. B. 

Answer: Video is Latin for “to 
see.” In radio broadcasting, video 
has the general meaning of “tele- 
vision,” as, video broadcasting, 
video frequency. Rhyme the first 
syllable with “kid,” thus: VID- 
ec-oh, 

Toronto: Please decide an argu- 
ment, Does “breeches” rhyme 
with “peaches”?—A. D, 

Answer: Breeches, meaning 
trousers, and in the term “breech- 
es buoy,” rhymes with “ditches.” 
But the singular form “breech,” 
which has several meanings, 
rhymes with “peach.” English is 
like that. 


Ruby Red Beets 


This is an adaptation of a Russian 
dish, where beets and sour cream 
are a popular combination. Cut 
leaves from four large beets, leav- 
ing at least two inches of stem. 
Wash beets thoroughly taking care 
not to break skin or top root, and 
rinse stems well, Place in sauce- 
pan and add boiling water to come 
one inch above top of beets. Cover 
and boil about 45-50 minutes, or 
until just tender, Cool and slip 
off skins and stem ends. Grate 
beets into mixing bowl and add 
one-half teaspoon onion juice, two 
tablespoons lemon juice, three- 
eighths teaspoon salt and two 
tablespoons sugar. Toss lightly 
to blend seasonings. Serve warm 
with a spoonful of sour cream on 
top. Serves four.

CUTE bronchitis is an acute 
A infection of the bronchial 

tubes caused by a variety of 
bacteria. It is usually preceded by 
a cold in the head, sore thoat, 
sinus infection or tonsilitis, the 
germs passing down to the bron- 
chial tubes either through direct 
extension downward of the in- 
flammation along the mucus mem- 
brane lining the air pasages or the 
germs passing down from the drip- 
ping of mucus from the nose or 
throat. 

Acute bronchitis usually associ- 
ates itself with such diseases as 
measles, scarlet fever and whoop- 
ing cough, especially in children. 
Infection of the tonsils or sinus 
may give rise to bronchial symp- 
toms. Exposure to cold and sudden 
chilling are contributory factors 
in some cases, This lowers the re- 
sistance to the germs that are con- 
stantly present in the nose and 
throat. A cold damp and change- 
able climate finds bronchitis more 


prevalent than in the high dry 
climate. 
The symptoms of acute bron- 


chitis are a cough which is fre- 
quent and dry with soreness under 
the breast bone and a tightness 
of the chest. As the case progress- 
es gilary mucus is raised by 
coughing. If the bronchitis is se- 
vere, systemic symptoms become 
evident. Chills and moderate fever, 
aching in the bones, soreness of 
the muscles and general weakness 
and depression. 

These symptoms subside after 
the patient begins to expectorate 
mucus and pus. If the cough per- 
sists for quite a number of weeks 
tuberculosis must be excluded, 


The chief complication of 
bronchitis is pneumonia. The 
acute bronchitis may go on to the 
chronic stage if for any reason it 
fails to respond. The treatment of 
acute bronchitis is like most of 
the respiratory infections. Bed

West opened his fourth-highest 
heart, and when declarer made no 
effort to win the dummy’'s jack 
and took the trick with the ace, 
East could be sure that South had 
started with the blank ace-king. 


At the second trick South laid 
down the diamond queen, and 
East, rejoicing in his two sure dia- 
mond stoppers, grabbed the trick 
and returned his lowest heart, to 
tell West that he soon would be 
able to make a couple of tricks in 
that suit. Unfortunately for the 
defense, however, two heart tricks 
were scarcely better than none, 
South led a diamond to the king, 
cashed the jack, and then gave 
East his diamond ten. West col- 
lected the heart queen and East 
the ten, but declarer could now 
claim his contract, with two 
spades, three diamonds, two hearts 
and two clubs, 


Not only was East hasty in tak- 
ing South’s diamond queen when 
it was led—he also would have to 
duck the following lead to the dia- 
mond king or jack. Then, it would 
be impossible for declarer to estab- 
lish a third diamond trick, and 
without it, his contract would be 
unmakable. After gathering in 
two diamonds—and realizing that 
he had struck a snag in that direc- 
tion, when West “failed” on the 
second round—South’s best plan 
would be to cash the top clubs and 
lead a third round in hope of « 
break. West, however, would win 
the third lead and knock out de- 
clarer’s remaining heart stopper, 
thus establishing two heart tricks, 
two clubs and the diamond ace for 
the defense.
